He, therefore, demanded that the Kampuchean seat be given to Democratic 
Kampuchea led by Sihanouk at the Seventh Nonaligned Summit Conference. Mean- 
while, 17 other speakers moved that the Kampuchean seat be given to the Heng 
Samrin Government, and 14 others moved that the Kampuchean seat be kept 
vacant until a further decision was made.

Singapore Foreign Minister Dhanabalan stated: Today, Democratic Kampuchea 
does not join us in the meeting. The cause is Cuba's illegal and arbitrary 
action which definitely is not an action of the nonaligned movement. He 
pointed out: The question of Democratic Kampuchea is very significant to the 
nonaligned movement, for it is a question of a member state being a victim of 
aggression and occupation by another member state. Therefore, the decision

Indonesian Foreign Minister Mokhtar Kusumaatmaja stated: The Democratic 
Kampuchean seat question is caused by a nonaligned movement member country 
using brute force to commit aggression against Kampuchea which is an inde- 
pendent and sovereign nonaligned country.

Many other nonaligned countries‘ foreign ministers also spoke in support of 
the Democratic Kampuchean seat in the nonaligned movement.

National level: Phnom Penh SPK in French at 1510 CMT on 12 March reports 
that, according to a communique from the Agriculture Ministry, by the end of 
February, Kampuchea had planted more than 106,850 hectares of rice and 
achieved 69 percent of its dry season plan.

[Text] Is there anything new to write about or think about the constitutional 
amendments which are before parlaiment today for the third reading and the 
casting of votes by the parliamentarian's? Yes, there is, despite all the 
emotions artificially created by some going on a hunger strike and others trying 
to muster the Red Gaurs for a show of strength.

Considering that democracy 
is equated with people being free to voice their opinions--preferably through 
the ballot box--we consider the army quite right in making its position crystal 
clear, not only by through [as published] television appearances by major per- 
sonalities but in writing also. We also respect the right of people to go on 
hunger strike. But above all, we respect the rule of law. 


The parliament, according to the present constitution which is perhaps the 
longest-surviving ‘permanent’ constitution in Thailand, has the right to amend 
it.

[Editorial: "Low Oil Price Is Unlikely To Bring a Bonanza"] 


(Text] The oil glut, the subsequent unilateral reduction of oil prices by 
non-OPEC countries, and the conference in London that has agreed on a reduction 
of oil prices has created a confusion where "big finance" is concerned--multi- 
national oil companies, the world's top bankers, and emong governments which 
either import or export oil. But let us not forget that the oil shock' of 

1973 was meant to disrupt the world economies and someday historians may call 
the oil glut of 1983 as a factor that disrupted those who had capitalized on 
the 1973 decision by the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 


While the reduction in the price of OPEC crude is a foregone conclusion, how 

is it going to affect us? Oh, sure, in the midst of the constitutional 'crisis,' 
a lot of euphoria has been created about the bonanza which the price in the 
reduction of oil is going to bring the Thai people. Is there going to be a 
bonanza? If we may be pardoned for being sarcastic, whichever way the wind 
blows, the people are always at the losing end. 


Let us say that Saudi Arabia is reducing the price of oil she is selling us 

by S5. Now our government is faced with the problem of reducing the price of 
oil--the spectrum of reduction will come in for criticism however honestly the 
technocrats work it out. Since the price of premium gasoline was raised un- 
realistically the last time, it has to come down the most although percentage- 
wise it will be very little. But then of course the hue and cry will start 
that the government is favouring the owners of Jaguars and Mercedes-Benzes. 
And the fact that many private cars have changed already from premium to 
regular gasoline would be forgotten. Many cars have also switched to LPG 


[liquefied petroleum gas]. 


But the government has refused to subsidize LPG for use in automobiles while 

it continues to do so for cooking gas. What is the difference? How does the 
government know that subsidized cooking gas is not being used in automobiles? 
Unfortunately, as yet, our natural gas production or oil production has not 
been able to meet needs except a very small demand. In the midst of this 
complicated problem our oil price is also dependent on tie posted price in 
Singapore which may not exactly follow the OPEC formula. 
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ngapore has been buying, as have oil companies, from the spot market at $30 

to some extent our government has been benefiting from this. The money 

the government maxes from this deal does not in any way affect the public 
goes to help out the oil fund which is billions of baht in deficit. The 
companies have also been buying in the spot market and the complexities 
of the economics involved would defy the best brains. It will be easier to say 
that, no matter what, the reduction of the price of oil is not going to benefit 
the man-in-the-street verv much. 
Let us add another complication to this already confused situation. The 

-inance Ministry has said it cannot afford to reduce its revenue from the present 
level “rom the sale of oil. So if the tax level has to be kept up, almost half 
the reduction in the price of OPEC oil will have to be siphoned off to the 
-inance Ministry. And where does that leave the public expecting big reduction 
for instance, the electricity bill?

He confirmed, however, that a French patrol boat, the Dunkerquoise, had noted 

the presence of a Vanuatuan vessel, the Euphrasim, near the islands, and about 
300 nautical miles trom Noumea, the New Caledonian capital. Vanuatu is about 

600 KMS (360 miles) north of the two tiny islands. 


But Mr Hernu added that the vessel "had left the area" and "had not shown any 
intention’ to attack the two islands. 


He added that "the air and sea facilities of the supreme command of French 
forces in New Caledonia" were carrying out routine surveillance in the 


region. 


“r Hernu, who is mayor of the Lyons suburb of Villurbanne, is here to campaign 
for tomorrow's runoff election. He made his statement at the same time as a 
detense ministry denial of the Australian report was issued in Paris. 


Ihe Australian radio report came after a rumor of a Vanuatuan landing on the 
two islands was reported on Vanuatuan radio. 


Vanuatu, a tormer French-British condominium known as the New Hebrides, gained 
independence in July 1980. Since, it has had several diplomatic disagreements 


with France. 


Last year, there was a dispute over French foreign aid, and just after inde- 
pendence the government of father Walter Lini accused France of instigating a 
rebellion on Espiritu Santu Island. 


In February 1981, Vanuatu expelled the French ambassador, Yves Rodrigues, and 
reduced the size of its mission, following a French refusal to allow a senior 
Vanuatuan official, Barak Sope, to circulate freely in New Caladonia. French 
officials have also expressed concern in the past that Vanuatuans were trying 
to help the Melanesian separatist movement in New Caledonia.

[Text] Just like other party chapters, the party chapters of various organs 
at all levels are the party's basic cells and have the important tasks of 
managing and training party members and consolidating and building strong 
and pure party organizations. The recent building of basic party organiza- 
tions and issuance of party membership cards have successfully enhanced the 
responsibility of many organ and party party chapters in the management and 
training of party members. Upholding their sense of duty, party members 
serving as intermediate- and high-level cadres, as well as key cadres, have 
scrupulously participated in the activities of their party chapters and 
placed themselves under their management. These are good and encouraging 
aspects. But, besides these fine examples, a number of party chapters have 
still been confused or have not yet performed satisfactorily. 


Seeking to understand the causes of weaknesses and shortcomings in cadre 
management and training and gaining experience to overcome them are an im- 
perative task of organ party chapters. One of the characteristics of the 
Organ party chapter is the differences in the standards, positions, seniority 
and age of their party members. In an organ party chapter, besides the young 
and junior party members serving as combatants and employees, all other party 
members usually are cadres, including high-level ones who hold key and im- 
portant positions. In such chapters, party members who are high-level cadres 
or chiefs are normally regarded as special party members, a fact which easily 
leads them to become paternalistic, to participate only irregularly in 
chapters’ activities, and often to cite various reasons for not placing them- 
selves under the management of their chapters. On their party, party chapters 
and cells are reluctant to criticize and point out shortcomings; sometimes, 
they only place emphasis on extolling good points. 


We should sternly point out that this fact in a number of organ party chapters 
indicates that they have failed to perform their duties properly and that they 
have acted in variance with the principles concerning organization and activ- 
ities spelled out in the VCP statutes.

Urgan party chapters, just ilke any other chapter of our party, 
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factorily manage and train all their party members. Even with party members 
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ho are cadres or heads of units and organs, the chapters concerned must also 
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educate, control, evaluate, criticize, and administer management as tar as 
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qualifications and quality are concerned. 

We should struggle to overcome feudal thinking, casteism, opportunism and 

the tendency to turn cadres and heads of units or organs into a special 
tegory of cadres, which prompts party chapters to deal sternly, or at 

mes even too harshly, with ordinary party members while treating circum- 

spectly and with consideration those party members who are cadres, especially 

those who are organ or unit chiefs, and turning a blind eye to their wrong- 


Organ party chapters must uphold the sense of collective mastery of the com- 
munists to discharge their function of a level most directly involved in edu- 
cating and training party members and in organizing them for revolutionary 
ictions. Organ party chapters must ensure that the demand for satisfactory 
control and development of party members’ qualifications and quality is met. 
They must absolutely not consider party members who are organ or unit chiefs 
as special party members exempted from observing the regulations on party 
ictivities. They must attach importance to criticizing and making sugges- 
tions to induce party members who are cadres and unit or organ chiefs to con- 
duct themselves in an exemplary manner, voluntarily place themselves under 
he control of their organizations, respect their organizations, sincerely 
isten to and accept their party chapters’ constructive suggestions, and 
actively train to constantly maintain their position as vanguard militants. 


Only in this wav can organ party chapters fulfill their responsibilities and 
promote their role in training their party members and cadres and building 
strong and pure party organizations.

[Text] Implementing instructions from the Council of Ministers and the min- 
ister of national defense, in past years the entire armed forces have succeed- 
ed in training and building up the contingent of reserve officers. Tens of 
thousands of reserve officers have been trained from among those noncommis- 
sionec officers whose terms of military service were going to expire, from 
among students graduated from various colleges and from among scientitic and 
technical cadres having professions suitable to the military. More and more 
reserve officers have been trained to replenish the contingent of reserve of- 
ficers, thus helping it attain perfection, ensuring its higher quality and 
better management, and making it ready to be mobilized when there is a war. 


The following strong points have been noted in the training of reserve of- 
ficers over the past few vears: Various units have tried to overcome diffi- 
culties and have taken many positive measures in executing their organiza- 
tional wort. Their guidance has been given in a thorough and timely manner 
and in good coordination with various organs, units and schools inside and 
outside the armed forces. They have attached importance to the political 
indoctrination task, have satisfactorily carried out the tasks of preparing 
the enrollment of students--that is securing more students recommended for 


training. 


Many units and schools have achieved initial results in providing in-depth 
training as required by various combat branches and specialized services. 

In the organization of training, they have paid attention to quality 
standards, have kept abreast of the training programs and subjects at various 
officers’ schools and have satisfactorily dealt with all systems and policies. 
They have begun closely coordinating the task of providing basic and addi- 
tional training with the tasks of registering and administering reserve of- 
ficers. However, they have still displayed a number of shortcomings. A 
number of units have not been fully aware of their tasks. The selection of 
students in accordance with prescribed criteria has not yet been carefully 
carried out bv certain localities, thus resulting in many students being 
returned to their parent units. There has been a failure te make full use 
of the number of noncommissioned officers released from the army every year 
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to train them into reserve officers for various specialized and technicai 
services. 


Due to a failure to firmly grasp the training targets and requirements and 
the knowledge of students, a number of units have not been able to adopt an 
appropriate method in organizing and managing training activities. In cer- 
tain localities, cadres in charge of reserve officers affairs are still in- 
sufficient and are not highly qualified. They have not carried out their 
tasks uniformly, especially the task of ensuring logistical systems and 
policies, thereby limiting training results. 


In order to develop the results gained over the past few years and to prepare 
a sufficient contingent of reserve officers to meet all demands that might 
arise if there is a war, it is necessary to satisfactorily meet the following 
requirements in the training of reserve officers: 


--We must firmly grasp the training goals for each type of trainee and uni- 
formly implement all training programs already introduced in order to ensure 
uniform training quality for the entire contingent of reserve officers. 


--All units and schools must pay attention to improving their training methods 
and firmly grasping the characteristics and the knowledge of trainees in order 
to give them appropriate indoctrination, administration and training and to 
improve the qualities of training courses. There must be training on the 
method of combat coordination between various armed services and combat 
branches and on offensive and defense tactics. with the emphasis on offensive 


tactics. 


necessary to pay attention to grasping and applying the policy lines 
on »'s warfare and on all-people national defense as well as to the 
party's strategic aims in the tasks of providing basic and additional train- 
ing for and building up of the contingent of reserve officers. 


--In training it is necessary to pay great attention to both quantity and 
quality, with the emphasis on quality. 


--In training noncommissioned officers, whose term of military service is 

going to expire, into reserve officers, all units must draw up specific plans 
for each specialized service and for each phase of training so training courses 
can be opened on schedule. 


-~-In the case of recruiting college graduates for training, units concerned 
must closely cooperate with various colleges in selecting qualified students, 
organizing training courses and ensuring good training and other daily ac- 
tivities for them. 


Training reserve officers is a new, permanent and long term task which requires 
us to providing training to an increasing number of students in accordance with 
the country’s annual training program. Upon receiving assignments from their 
respective military regions, all provincial and city military affairs agencies 
concerned must quickly conduct training. Information on training plans and

the type of students to be selected for training must be given to various 
agencies in charge of reserve officers right from the beginning of the year 
so they can carry out their preparatory work satisfactorily. After each 
training course and at the end of each year units concerned must draw ex- 
periences on training, registration and management in order to help system- 
atize and improve this training work. 


Another important requirement is that in addition to improving students' 
knowledge and abilities we must pay attention to providing necessary indoc- 
trination to students so they can fully realize their responsibilities, 
duties and rights as reserve officers in the cause of national construction 
and defense; feel attached to the armed forces; voluntarily register their 
names at localities where they reside; remain ready to enlist in the army 
when there is a mobilization order; and serve as the backbone for local mil- 


itary work. 


It is necessary to achieve a close combination between the organization of 
training and the resolving of various systems and policies for the benefit 
of trainees. Units concerned must carefully prepare all necessary procedures 
and documents to facilitate the registration of those reserve officers who 
have returned to their localities upon completion of their training. In ad- 
dition, they must scrupulously comply with all systems, policies and regu- 
lations of the state and the armed forces in ensuring all the privileges 
that students are entitled to during their training as well as after they 
have returned to their localities to serve in the reserve officer ranks.

XUAN THUY ON PARIS AGREEMENT ANNIVERSARY

[Text] Ten years have elapsed quickly since the signing of the 27 January 
1973 Paris Agreement which compelled the United States to respect Vietnam's 
independence, sovereignty, unification and territorial integrity. 


We have viewed that date as a great victory not only of the Vietnamese 
people, but also of the Indochinese people, of socialism and of the world's 
movement for national independence and peace. 


Despite the United States’ refusal to fully implement the Paris Agreement and 
its efforts to sabotage it, the Paris Agreement created conditions for our 
people to concretize the spirit of the following Poem composed by Uncle Ho: 


"Fight on till the Americans are driven out, 
"And until the puppets are all knocked down. 
“Happier than ever we will be at springtime, 
"When the north and south are made to unite.” 


The United States Was Compelled to Sit Down at the Negotiating Table 


The French colonialists who waged the second war of aggression against Vietnam 
(following the August 1945 revolution) were defeated by our army and people 
and were compelled to sign the July 1954 Geneva Agreement. Under this agree- 
ment, French troops were to be regrouped in the area below the 17th Parallel 
to be pulled out of Vietnam. In July 1957, when Vietnam was in the process 

of holding a general election for national reunification, the U.S. imperial- 
ists replaced the French colonialists in setting up in the southern part of 
our country a lackey administration and turning the south into a U.S. military 
base and a neocolony. Naturally, the United States was faced with fierce 
resistance by our people everywhere, from the north to the south. The United 
States then brought its expeditionary corps into the south, waged a limited 
war and conducted the bombing of the north, thus starting a war of destruc- 


tion. 
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A question raised at that time was that could Vietnam, a country with a truly 
heroic tradition, be able to resist the United States--an archimperialist 
which, with its rich natural resources, plenty of dollars and modern wea- 
pons, especially nuclear weapons, was many times stronger than France and 

had never succumbed to anyone. 


The VCP Central Committee's Political Bureau, Secretariat and Military Com- 
mission and all of our VCP Central Committee, on several occasions, discus- 
sed and confirmed the fact that after completely driving out all French 
colonialists and basically completing the revolutionary mission of achieving 
national democracy, the north entered the transitional period of advancing 
toward socialism, while our people were having to struggle to liberate the 
south in order to accomplish the national democratic revolution on a national 
scale. The victory of our people's anti-U.S. resistance for national salva- 
tion was assured because our people were reputed for their united struggle 
against foreign aggression and because our people were correctly led by our 
party, a Marxist-Leninist party. Our people's resistance against U.S. ag- 
gression was a just struggle which won the sympathy and support of the world 
people. The question was what fighting method would be adopted to defeat 
the Americans. It was decided that we were to fight victoriously on the 
political, military and diplomatic fronts, that these three fronts were to 
be closely coordinated, and that we were to repulse the Americans step by 
step, defeat one U.S. unit after another and finally drive all the Americans 
out of Vietnan. 


Adopting the above method, our entire people fought the Americans on various 
fronts under different forms and inflicted ever-heavier losses on the Amer- 
icans. Despite this, the United States still refused to respond to our call 
for negotiations. 


It was only after being surprisingly attacked during the Mau Than Lunar New 
Year (February 1968) that the United States felt that all the places where its 
troops were stationed were unsafe, including Saigon, which was once claimed to 
be a sanctuary and an impregnable fortress. Faced with such a situation, the 
United States was compelled to stop bombing the north from Ninh Binh north- 
ward and to agree to negotiate with us in Paris. 


The negotiations that lasted for nearly 5 years (1968-73) can be divided into 


two phases: 


The first phase featured bipartite talks with the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam |DRV!] delegation on one side and the U.S. Government delegation on the 
other. The Vietnamese delegation had Minister Xuan Thuy as its chief dele- 
gate and Comrade Le Duc Tho, member of tiie VCP Central Committze Political 
Bureau, as its special adviser. The U.S. delegation was led by Ambassador 
Harriman, an experienced U.S. negotiator who had served as minister in many 
previous U.S. Governments. 


During this phase, the talks took place from May to the end of October 1968 
at a French cultural house in Kleber Street, Paris.

The U.S. side demanded the settlement of the entire Vietnam issue. Our side 
adamantly demanded complete and unconditional termination of U.S. bombing of 
the northern part of our country before discussing other issues. Meanwhile, 
on the military battlefront, both sides continued fighting. It was only 

until the final day of October 1968 that the U.S. Government agreed to stop 
the bombing of the rest of the north stretching from Thanh Hoa to Vinh Linh. 


All of the world shared our joy over this event. Our delegation was head- 

quartered at a place in Choisy Le Roi Town which is adjacent to Paris. Our 
headquarters was surrounded by high walls and was guarded by French police. 
Every morning during the early days of Nover’ er 1968 we found on our head- 

quarters’ front yard many flowers and victory-greeting letters thrown in by 
the passers-by. This was not to mention the many messages of greetings we 

had received through the post office. 


The second phase covered the quadripartite talks. A presidential election 
was held in the United States in November 1968. President Johnson, a member 
of the Democratic Party, did not run in this presidential election because 

of the loss of the Vietnam war. Nixon, a member of the Republican Party, 

won the U.S. Presidential election. In January 1969 Nixon took office. He 
agreed to the continuation of the talks but asked for the participation of a 
representative of the Saigon Administration in the talks. Our side also de- 
manded the participation of a representative of the National Front for 
Liberation of South Vietnam [NFLSVN]. Thus, there were four delegations 
participating in the talks. The DRV Government delegation still had Minister 
Xuan Thuy as its head and Comrade Le Duc Tho as its special adviser. The U.S. 
Government delegation was headed by Ambassador Cabot Lodge, the one who had 
been behind the many tricks used by the lackey clique to kill our people in 
the south. The NFLSVN delegation was led by Comrade Tran Buu Kiem. The 
NFLSVN delegation was later replaced by a delegation of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of the Republic of South Vietnam [PRGRSV] which 

was led by Minister Nguyen Thi Binh. The Saigon administration government 
delegation was led by Ambassador Pham Dang Lam. These four delegations met 
frequently at a French cultural house on the Kleber Street. 


In autumn of 1969 there was another bipartite talk held in another place in 
Paris with special adviser Le Duc Tho and Mister Xuan Thuy in one side and 

Dr Kissinger, adviser to U.S. President Nixe., on the other. At the beginning, 
Kissinger proposed that these bipartite talxs be kept secret. But the U.S. 
side eventually brought it to the open. 


Both the quadripartite and bilateral meetings had the same main content: The 
U.S. side considered the seventeenth parallel southward as a separate nation 
which was the Republic of Vietnam run by the Nguyen Van Thieu government. 
Therefore, it demanded that the DRV army withdraw to the north, we completely 
rejected this demand with the following reasoning: The country of Vietnam is 
one and indivisible. The seventeenth parallel is a temporary military line 
and not a political and territorial boundary. The Vietnamese army and people 
have the right to be in their country and to fight the aggressors in whatever 
part of the country. The Americans, who are the aggressors, must withdraw 
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from Vietnam completely. The U.S.-created Nguyen Van Thieu administration 
should be done away with. Nixon held that what could not be won on the 
battlefields should be won at the negotiating table. When nothing had been 
sained at the negotiating table, the U.S. aggressors intensified the war. 
They increased sweep operations in the south, resumed the bombing of the 
north, used Lon Nol to overthrow Sihanouk, sent the Thieu troops to fight in 
Kampuchea and Laos and expanded the war throughout Indochina. But all of 
these cruel actions by the U.S. aggressors and their lackeys failed. Mean- 
while, the world peoples’ front for supporting Vietnam, with the socialist 
countries as a core force, came into being, and Paris was ace of con- 
venient communication and liaison with all countries in th rld. The DRV 
delegation was located about 5 km from the PRGRSV delegation. Both delegations 
daily received a fairly great number of visitors from many countries in the 
world. Upon hearing our explanations, all the visotors expressed confidence 
and stood on our side. In many countries, demonstrations and meetings took 
place in a seething manner to demand that the Americans end the war in 
Vietnam, thus causing the U.S. administration to be isolated and very en- 


barrassed. 

The United States Was Compelled To Sign the Agreement 
While suffering bitter defeat on the battlefield and failing to gain anything 
at the negotiating table, the United States believed it could use China to 
pressure us. In 1971, Nixon sent Kissinger to Beijing and, in 1972, Nixon 
himself went to China to sign the Shanghai Communique. Mao Zedong and the 
pro-Mao ruling circles in Beijing at that time betrayed the Vietnamese people 
hy colluding with the United States. But as the Vietnamese resistance fight- 
ers pursued independent domestic and foreign policies and held a position of 
strength on the battlefields and a firm stand at the negotiation table, they 
refused to recognize the Nguyen Van Thieu administration and the U.S. 
presence in South Vietnam, as expected by the United States in collusion 

with China. Failing to pressure us, the United States was compelled to agree 
to sign the Paris Agreement on Vietnam in October 1972 on the basis of the 
DRV's draft agreement. But greediness, stubbornness and bellicosity are the 
nature of imperialism. Therefore, the United States again did an about-face, 
refusing to sign the agreement. Nixon and Kissinger demanded amendments to 
important points in the draft agreement, agreed upon by both sides, in order 
to gain advantages for the U.S. side. We did not approve of this demand, and 
the bilateral talks were stalemated. On 5 December 1972, Kissinger went 

back to Washington and Comrade Le Duc Tno returned to Hanoi. In Paris only 
the four delegations continued to meet and hold discussions on Kleber Street. 


Nixon frenziedly ordered the bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong by B-52's beginning 
on the night of 18 December. In their war of aggression, the Americans com- 
mitted many crimes, including wiping out Son My Village--where all children, 
old people and women were killed--and spraying toxic chemicals on the Truong 
Son Mountain Range and many other places. Now they were guilty of another 
serious crime--bombing Hanoi and Haiphong by B-52's to destroy our city wards 
and kill large numbers of our people. Nixon and Kissinger did not expect 

that they courted another tragical defeat. In the 12 days and nights, 

18-29 December 1972, our troops and people fought valiantly and heroically. 





The entire North Vietnam downed 81 B-52 planes, 32 of which were shot down in 
Hanoi. Besides, many other modern planes were downed and many U.S. pilots 
captured. At the end of 29 December 1972, the United States had to cease 

the bombing and Nixon proposed the resumption of the bilateral taixs in Paris, 
Participating in the talks this time around with special adviser Le Duc Tho 
and Minister (the then title) Xuan Thuy, Kissinger was in a weak position. 
Therefore, after hearing our vehement condemnation of the recent B-52 bombing, 
he softened his tone, proposed the modification of some sentences and words 
acceptable to us, and then agreed to sign the Paris Agreement on Vietnam on 
27 January 1973, which was basically the same as the draft agreement pre- 
sented by the DRV in October 1972. 


As an international practice, the agreement was to be signed by the foreign 
ministers of the negotiating parties concerned. But when the signing was 
officially discussed, the United States insisted on a bilateral signing 
between the U.S. secretary of state and the DRV foreign minister. It was much 
in our understanding that the United States did not want to recognize the 
signature of the representative of the PRGRSV Foreign Ministry. In addi- 
tion, the United States wanted to create a loophole so that Nguyen Van Thieu 
could refuse to implement the agreement on grounds that he did not sign the 
agreement. We persisted in demanding that all the four foreign ministers 
representing the four delegations sign the agreement. The United States had 
to comply with our wish and proposed that, on the same Paris Agreement on 
Vietnam, the U.S. secretary of state and the DRV foreign minister would sign 
their names on the morning of 27 January 1973 and that the four foreign 
ministers of the four rogotiating delegations would sign their names on the 
afternoon of 27 January 1973. Therefore, a signing session was held between 
Secretary of State Rogers and Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh at the French 
cultural house on the Kleber Street on the morning of 27 January 1973 in the 
presence of the U.S. and the DRV negotiating delegations. On the afternoon 

of 27 January 1973, in addition to the above two foreign ministers, Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Thi Binh and Foreign Minister Tran Van Lam (of the Nguyen Van 
Thieu administration) signed the agreement in the presence of the four 
negotiating delegations. After signing, in the afternoon as well as in the 
morning, both sides drank a toast of champagne. All those present on our side 
on that day enjoyed the sweet taste of champagne. It was not known if those on 
the other side felt the bitter tase of that wine. 


In the meantime, Paris was bedecked with flags of all designs, ranging from 
the gold starred red flag to the flag with half in red and half in blue with 

a gold star in the middle and the green flag with a white dove in the center. 
The slogan “Vietnam is victorious and long live peace” was also heard. Fol- 
lowing the signing of the Paris Agreement on Vietnam, the United States with- 
drew all its troops from Vietnam and received American prisoners to take home. 
The United States refused to implement the agreement with regard to other mat- 
ters. The agreement stipulated: The United States and other countries must 
respect the independence and sovereignty of Vietnam, its desire to achieve 
national unification and its territorial integrity. But no sooner had the 

ink on the signature dried up than the United States trampled right upon its 
own signature. Nixon advocated "Vietnamization of the war," using Vietnamese 
to fight Vietnamese with the weapons and leadership provided by the United 
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States. U.S. weapons were once again rushed to South Vietnam and U.S. ad- 
visers and experts were strengthened to work by the side of the Nguyen Van 
Thieu administration. On the U.S. order, Nguyen Van Thieu refused to accept 
a ceasefire and kept fighting to grab lands from the liberated areas under 
the PRGRSV control. Enemy activities were increased with every passing day. 
It was due to this that our army and people had to launch the 1975 spring 
general offensive and uprising which were climaxed by the historic Ho Chi 
Minh campaign. By 30 April 1975, our army and people had completed driving 
all American troops out of Vietnam, destroying the Saigon puppet administra- 
tion, totally liberating the south, and thus reunifying the country. The 
entire country entered a transitional period of advancing toward socialism. 


the above situation demonstrates that our party leadership is very clear- 
sighted and that our people and our armed forces are very heroic. 


Anything found in Kissinger's memoirs contrary to the truth presented above 
is considered as a sheer distortion and fabrication. It is regretable that, 
as the size of the press article permits, I could only be able to give a 
brief account of what had really happened. 


When discussing this event, we cannot but remember our compatriots, combatants 
and cadres who fought under difficult and hard conditions on various fronts-- 
political, military and diplomatic--during the anti-U.S. struggle for national 
Salvation. We cannot but also remember all those who contributed their own 
lives, property, deeds and efforts to this victory. These people included 

the Vietnamese at home and abroad, especially Vietnamese nationals in France. 
We feel grateful te the fraternal socialist countries and all the progres- 
sive people in the world for having given their sympathy and support to us. 


At present, the U.S. imperialists and the Beijing reactionary ruling circles 
still refuse to resign themselves to accepting their defeat. They are seek- 
ing ways to sabotage our revolutionary undertaking. Despite this, our 
people, led by the party, are determined to defend what they have gained, 
successfully build socialism, firmly defending the socialist Vietnamese 
fatherland, struggle for Southeast Asia's peace, stability and cooperation, 
and make active contributions to the maintenance of world peace.

[Text] A major and ever more burning issue raised in the agenda of the non- 
aligned movement is the problem of struggling for a new international 
economic order. Through the realistic experiences of the struggle to 
regain and preserve national independence over the past few decades, large 
number of developing countries have realized ever more clearly the organic 
relationship between political independence and economic independence. 


Political independence creates essential premises for building an independent 
economy. Conversely, building a strong and sovereign economy serves as a 
base on which to consolidate and perfect embryonic political independence. 

In this dangerous and complicated struggle, developing countries have 
encountered the stubborn and satanic plots of international imperialism, 
which is trying to maintain and expand neocolonialist economic and political 
domination in these countries. 


For this very reason, the struggle for a new, equitable and rational inter- 
national economic order is closely connected with the struggle for peace and 
national independence against imperialism and colonialism--against the greedy 


tentacles of an octopus. 


The nonaligned countries--the developing countries in general--abound with 
natural resources. Nearly 9/10 of the petroleum deposits which have been 
prospected in the capitalist world are concentrated in these countries. 
The strategic raw materials essential to modern industrial production and 
the weapons industry are mostly extracted from these countries. 


This is the main reason the imperialist countries and the world-famed 
capitalist cliques have made every effort to invest in these countries in 
order to rake in raw materials and energy and exploit dirt-cheap labor, 
turning these countries into markets for the developed capitalist countries’ 


products and plundering huge profits. 
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In Africa alone, where old and new colonialism is still rooted quite deep, 
the developed capitalist countries have exploited up to 90 percent of the 
diamonds, 80 percent of the gold and cobalt, 62 percent of the platinum, 

90 percent of the manganese, 22 percent of the uranium, and 35 percent of 
the copper. Over the past 5 years, each year the United States has imported 
40 percent of its requirements of raw materials and mineral oil from the 
developing countries. The newly independent countries still remain the 
important markets for the Western capitalist countries’ goods. 


In the early 1980's, the United States exported $65 billion worth of goods 
to the developing countries, accounting for 35 percent of its total export 
value. Some 600 multinational corporations have earned incomes of $100 
billion each year the developing countries, an amount that is larger than 
the total amount of aid from the developed capitalist countries and invest- 
ments made by individuals in these countries. 


To serve their selfish interests, the imperialist countries have implemented 
the policy of discrimination, by making cheap purchases from and costly sales 
to the ceveloping countries. They have resorted to every trick to reduce 
prices and exert pressure to buy agricultural products and raw materials-- 
the main products of newly liberated countries--at dirt cheap prices, and 

to sell their industrial goods at expensive prices. In this way, they have 
raked in nearly $20 billion in income within 10 years. 


They have bled the minds of nationally independent countries. According to 

a UN document, 400,000 experts of developing countries have been drained out 
to Western countries--mainly the United States, England and Canada--depriving 
the newly liberated countries of $46 billion. The harmful consequences of 
recession, inflation, unemployment, high bank interest rates and dollar 
devaluation of the United States and Western capitalist countries have 

caused great difficulties for the young independent countries. 


To carry out their neocolonialist schemes of economic and political domina- 
tion, the U.S.-led imperialist forces have spared no odious tricks, such 

as using pressure, discriminating in trade, economic blockades, overthrowing 
governments, coups and armed intervention. 


As a result of the selfish policies of imperialist countries which keep the 
newly independent countries in backwardness and dependence, the situation 
of many developing countries seems almost hopeless. 


According to UN documents and the press of various countries, the developing 
countries account for 2/3 of the world population but turn out only 15 per- 
cent of the gross global production, including 8 percent of the industrial 
production. Their debts to foreign countries have soared from $80 billion 
in 1973 to $6430 billion now. Nearly 800 million people are living in 
absolute poverty, with one billion malnourished people and 900 million 
illiterate people, and 97 percent of the world's child mortality is in the 
developing countries. The per capita income in Asia is 19 times lower than 
that of Western countries. 
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Struggle for a New Economic Order. 


This serious situation shows that the advance toward an equitable and rational 
international economic order to oppose oppression and exploitation by inter- 
national imperialism is a buring issue of survival for developing countries. 
Since its founding in 1961, the nonaligned movement has affirmed that all 
nations are entitled to independence and self-determination. They have the 
right to develop their economy, culture and society freely, and have sover- 
eignty over their natural resources. Nevertheless, it should be noted that 
only until the fourth nonaligned summit, held in Algiers in 1973, the 
question of struggling for an equitable and rational international economic 
order was raised fundamentally and a relatively perfect strategy was adopted. 


The Algiers economic program covers many major issues, such as the inter- 
national strategy of development, sovereignty over natural resources, food, 
trade, technological transfer and cooperation among developing countries and 
with socialist countries, as well as with developed capitalist countries. 


Ten years have elapsed since the Algiers economic program was published. 
Although the nonaligned countries’ struggle for an independent and sovereign 
economy and a new international economic order has been accelerated, it has 
also encountered major problems caused by imperialist forces. Trying to 
surmount difficulties, some progressive governments in the movement have 
exerted considerable efforts to develop their countries. In this connection, 
the Republic of India has scored significant achievements. Well aware of 
self-reliance and self-support, India has carried out the famous green revo- 
lution to basically resolve the food problem for the second most populated 
country in the world. At the same time, it has gradually developed indus- 
try--especially engineering industry--advancing the country from backward 
production to 10th place among the industrial countries of the world. 


The newly independent countries--most of which have emerged during the 
post-Vietnam period--which have chosen the socialist path are trying to 
overcome poverty and backwardness, a legacy of feudal and colonialist 
regimes and the consequences war. They are gradually building an independent 
and sovereign economy and have scored significant economic, cultural and 


social achieveme ts. 


This fact shows that in those nationally independent countries with demo- 
cratic, just and socially progressive regimes, especially in those countries 
where the exploitative production relations have been eliminated, the 
potentials to develop the economy and build a new happy and prosperous 
society have been multiplied again and again. 


In recent years, the developing countries have advocated the policy of holding 
a round of integral negotiation to find a general solution to the inter- 
national economic problems by advancing the slogan of collective self- 
reliance, urging South-South cooperation among the newly independent countries, 
with a view to increasing the individual economic strength of each country, 

and strengthening the force of the common struggle against imperialist 
exploitation. 
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The struggle tor a new international economic order is a difficult and fierce 
struggle to regain and firmly preserve mastery over natural resources and all 
economic activities on one's own territory, while maintaining equal relations 
of economic cooperation for mutual interests with all countries in the world. 
This economic order is based on the fact that each country has an indepen- 
dent and sovereign economy and on the principle that each country has the 
right to choose its own suitable political and economic regime without any 
outside interference. 


The struggle for such an international economic order calls for a resolute 
Struggle against the current international economic order imposed by 
capitalism, which is an outdated order serving only the selfish interests 
of capitalist sharks and imperialist domination. 


Harmonious Coordination to Advance Together. 


The establishment of a new equitable and rational international economic 
order is not merely an economic struggle. With the fundamental scope of 
reestablishing the economic relations between developing countries and 
developed capitalist countries on the basis of democratic and equitable 
principles, this struggle calls for an effort to combine the political 

and economic aspects closely, and to link the task of building a new inter- 
national economic order with the task of opposing imperialism and colonialism. 


The imperialist forces and monopolistic capitalists have never volunteered 

to renounce their prerogatives and privileges in the newly liberated countries. 
How can the developing countries break away from the economic domination of 
monopolistic capitalist forces if they do not resolutely oppose imperialism 

and colonialism? the nonaligned movement has emphasized this fact: We 

should clearly realize the relationship between the political and economic 
problems. Taking the economic problems into account separately from the 
political problems would lead to mistakes and setbacks. 


The struggle for a new international economic order is linked closely to 

the struggle for peace and disarmament which must be the primary role of 
nations. while the imperialist countries spend thousands of billion dollars 
in their arms race, swallowing a sum equivalent to 45 percent of the total 
gross national products of all developing countries and wasting countless 
mounts of natural resources and manpower which could have been used to 
develop the economy and livelihood of all countries’ peoples, 2/3 of the 
world population is living in poverty and misery. 


Progressive forces in the developing countries have realized more clearly 
with every passing day that as long as the arms race has not been discon- 
tinued and the dangerous U.S. plot to drive mankind into the disaster of a 
nuclear war has not been smashed, progress will not be achieved in building 
i mew international economic order. 

lidarity and unitied action among the developing countries and nonaligned 
2 verv important factor in ensuring success in establishing a

new economic order. The international imperialist and reactionary forces 
have used the divide-to-rule policy to divide the developing countries 

and the nonaligned movement. What they are most afraid of is solidarity 

of the nonaligned countries, which is based on the policy of anti-imperialism 
and anticolonialisn. 


Solidarity constitutes the strength enabling the nonaligned countries to 
smash resistance and defeat all of the imperialist plots to oppose the estab- 
lishment of a new international economic order. 


The intensification of economic cooperation among the nonaligned countries 
which was emphasized during the previous nonaligned summit conferences is 

an important factor in consolidating solidarity of the movement and acceler- 
ating the emergence of a new economic order. 


In this fierce and complicated struggle, the strength of the developing 
countries increases immensely when their action is coordinated and unified 
with the socialist countries and the revolutionary and progressive forces 
in the world. 


The integrated strength of the three revolutionary currents of the era 
constitutes important support for the nonaligned countries, not only in the 
political [?] but also in the struggle for a new economic order. This 


order, if established, will benefit all nations. 


Faithful to their ideal, the Soviet Union and other countries in the 
socialist commmity always support the struggle for a new, equitable and 
rational international economic order which respects nations’ sovereignty 
over their natural resources and opposes the economic discrimination policy 
of imperialism and colonialism and their oppression and exploitation of 
developing countries.

NCUYEN LY INTERVIEW ON AGRICULTURAL TAX DECREE

[Interview with Comrade Nguyen Ly, vice minister of finance, by Voice of 
Vietnam correspondent, on the content and significance of the newly-promul- 
gated state decree on agricultural taxes--date not given; recorded] 


[Text] [Question] Comrade, the Council of State, on 3 March, promulgated 

a decree on agricultural taxes. Our people have carried out the agricultural 
tax policy for a long time. Could you, please, comrade, give the reasons 

for the new changes in agricultural taxes? 


[Answer] Our agricultural tax policy, promulgated in 1951, was suited to 
the period of national and democratic revolution. It was done then to 
motivate the people to make contributions to meeting the requirements of 
the war of resistance and to limit exploitation by rich peasants and land- 


? + 
orcs. 


Following the agrarian reform in the north and the liberation of the south, 
some changes in agricultural taxes were made to suit the peace-time conditions 
of our country. Although the components of the classes in the rural areas 
have already changed, the basic nature of the policy remained unchanged. 

The policy was suited to the period in which peasants carried out private 


production. 


Now that the whole country is advancing to socialism, in two-thirds of our 
country, the majority of peasants have joined the cooperative. The old 
policy showed some short-comings, such as failure to achieve a uniform 
taxation policy for the whole country. In the two parts of our country, 
there now exist two tax schedules, with different taxation scales. The 

tax calculation bases for each region also differ: 200 kilos for the 
south, and 60 kilos tor the north. Other short-comings are: under the 

old policy, taxation was based on the income deriving from paddy and land 
yields and on the progressive income tax system. That type of tax schedule 
and taxation did little to stimulate production. Under the old policy, 
taxation was still basedon demographic factors; it is no longer suited to 
the situation in which work forces are redistributed for opening up new 
lands. Although agricultural output was always increasing, mainly due to 
state investments, levies were rapidly decreasing because taxation was still 
Those are short-ccmings due to the basic 


based on demographic factors.

Moreover, in the new situation, requirements necessitated by our combat 
readiness in the fight against aggressors for national defense and socialist 
construction requirements also demand that our peasants make further contri- 
butions commensurate with their large force, which accounts for 70 percent 
of our population. 


[Question] Comrade, thus the main reason for the changes in the agricultural 
tax policy is new revolutionary requirements. Please tell us something about 
the main content of the new agricultural tax decree, as well as how it differs 
from the old policy. 


[Answer] The main content of the newly promulgated agricultural tax decree 
contains the following points, which are also the new points differing from 
the old policy. 


The new agricultural tax policy is closely linked to the use of paddy and 
land. Therefore, taxation is now based on the type of land, instead of 
the income deriving from paddy and land as before. Income-based taxation 
is taxation, based on the yield of paddy or land, on the income of the 
producer. it is suited to the mode of private production. 


The areas and types of land cultivated by households still vary. Under the 
new constitution, land is our people's common property. In two-thirds of 
our country, the majority of peasants have joined the cooperative. Agricul- 
tural taxation, based on the type of land, means users of better-quality 
lands must pay higher taxes than those working poorer-quality lands. That 
type of taxation is fairer and helps further stimulate production. Those 
who work poorer-quality land, but achieve high yields thanks to their good 
care of the crops, pay tax at a lower rate. As a contrast, those who work 
better-quality lands, but achieve low yields due to laziness, must still 
pay higher-rate taxes. Taxation, based on the type of land, also helps 
further strengthen management and make the use of land more economical 

ind efficient. That is the first point. 


The second point, which is also a new, main point in the agricultural tax 
decree, deals with the switching from taxation, based on the progressive 
income system, to fixed-rate taxation based on the type of land. There 
are also three different fixed-tax rates for each similar type of land 
applied to lands located in different regions--the delta, the midlands and 
the mountain region. Fixed-rate taxation, based on the type of land, has 
the advantage of vigorously encouraging tillers to boost intensive cultiva- 
tion, muilticropping, and output. For the same, already specified, type of 
land, any tiller who cares well for his crop and, consequently, achieves 
an output higher than that originally assessed for that type of land, only 
has to pay taxes based on the rate originally fixed for that type of land. 
On the other hand, any tiller who fails to care tor his crop and, conse- 
quently, achieves an output lower than the originally assessed output for

[Text] In 1982 the southern provinces set up another 4,931 production col- 
lectives, with those in the eastern region accounting for 33 of these 
establishments and those in the Mekong River Delta 4,898, an increase of 241 
percent over 1981. The provinces with a high rate of growth--an increase 
from 4909 percent upward--are Dong Thap and Tien Giang. Son Be Province, 
although reporting a low rate of growth, also produced an increase of 2 
percent compared to 1981. The total number of cooperatives in Nam Bo is 189, 
an increase of 101 percent over 1981. Some 21.3 percent of the peasant 
families with 15.6 percent of cultivated land have adopted the collective 
work system under the forms of production collectives and agricultural co- 
operatives. Meanwhile, agricultural cooperativization has basically been 
completed in one precinct, three districts, two cities, three towns, 225 
villages, 19 wards and 602 hamlets. The southern provinces have also formed 
another 19,000 production solidarity teams, bringing the total number of these 
teams in the south to 25,000. Last year, the movement for agricultural co- 
operativization in Nam Bo was attached more closely to economic and social 
matters and expanded intensively and vigorously in regions with high-yield 
rice areas or with special requirements for national security and defense. 
All production collectives and agricultural cooperatives in Nam Bo have 
clearly demonstrated the superiority of collective production over individual 
production. The rice yield attained through collective production per hectare 
is 200-1,499 xg more than the rice yield attained through individual produc- 
tion. The application of end-product contracts with laborers has a vivid 
eftect on agricultural development and constitutes a new moving force to 


expand production so that rice vield and income can be increased over individu- 
il production, thus making it possible for the peasants in Nam Bo to have more 


onfidence in socialism. All provinces in Nam Bo have trained as many as 
64,147 cadres to support the movement for agricultural cooperativization, a 
two- or three-fold increase over the number trained during the 1980-51 2-year 


pertod, 


However, until now the movement for agricultural cooperativization in the 
Nam Bo Provinces has been slow compared to the revolutionary demands. The 
movement has not developed evenly or been carried cut at all in certain re- 
gions and villages. It has developed slowly in the eastern Nam Bo region. 
Particularly, efforts have not yet been made to vigorously develop the

necessary experimental forms for use in various stages. Because of inade- 
quate preparation, some localities have deleted the basic motivational steps 
while in the process of campaigning for agricultural cooperativization. Land 
allocation has not yet been carried out actively in certain localities. The 
quality of the training of cadres is still poor and their number is still 
small compared to the common requirements. 


Embarking on 1983, all Nam Bo Provinces should overcome their shortcomings 
in order to step up agricultural transformation, striving to encourage 30-35 
percent of the peasant families to join collective production together with 
their cultivated land. This is necessary in creating favorable conditions 
for them to basically complete agricultural cooperativization by late 1985. 
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ext} As of 20 February, the northern provinces and municipalities had 
vered to state granaries an amountof grain accounting for 87.3 percent 
of the total procurement quota set for the l1Oth-month crop season and in so 
doing, tulfilled 99 percent of the regular obligation plan and 78.4 percent 
of the nonobligatory purchase plan.

No 146-HDBT of the Council of Ministers, review their plans and set forth 
specific targets in an effort to overfulfill the plan norms. 


Every unit and individual must strive to overfulfill their work quotas for 
the vear; and their overfulfillment of the plan norms will be used as a yard- 
stick to assess the results of the emulation movement. Thus, the revolution- 
ary movement of workers and state emplovees in 1983 is a movement for over- 
fulfilling the norms of the state plan. 


The guidelines for satisfactory organizing the emulation movement are as fol- 


lows: 


l. Concerning labor: Reorganize both production and labor to ensure employ- 
ment for everyone and increase labor productivity. Increase by at least l 
hoir the number of effective man-davs during a work shift. Readjust the or- 
ganization of production and labor as we]l as the norm for material waste per 
product unit and output and qualitative norms; correctly apply contractual and

product-based wages and bonsues; and devise measures for labor management in 
each unit to stimulate and step up production, guard against losses, reduce 
material waste, ensure product quality and meet production schedules. Pay 
contractual and product-based wages to ensure that the workers will have 
enough grain for themselves and some left for their children; and correctly 
use bonuses to increase labor productivity and product quality. Correctly 
combine the three interests to ensure that individual and collective inter- 
ests do not infringe on the interests of society as a whole. Exploit all 
sources of materials both within and without the enterprises to boost produc- 
tion or offer labor services to other enterprises to create jobs for workers 
and increase their incomes. 


2. Use supplies economically: Strive to reduce the rate of material waste 
per spaduer unit depending on the conditions of equipment and machinery. 
Maintain and use supplies in strict accordance with the prescribed systems 
and norms to avoid damage and losses; and avoid material wastage due to ir- 
rational product design. Collect and recycle discarded supplies and products 
for production. The target to be striven for is saving from 5 to 10 percent 
of energy anc supplies during the production process, especially imported 


supplies. 
}. Vigorously promote the movement for innovation and savings. 


4. Ensure labor safety and hygiene in order to reduce labor accidents to a 


minimum.
